Reorganization at Student Ac- 
tivities to Be Made by 
Board of Managers 

STUDENTS APPROVE PLAN 

Hlllory Tolson Student Member of 

Committees on Reorganization 
and 8tudant Tax 

The Board of Managers baa defin- 
itely decided to take aggressive no 
Won in toe reorganization of toe 
Student Actlvltlee and adoption of a 
plan for an activity fee to boost the 
athletics and other actlvltlee ot 
George Washington. The plana ao 
adopted by toe Board of Manager* 
will be presented to President Lewis 
for his approve 1. 

This decision by toe Board of 
Managers follows close upon toe pe- 
tition for a change in toe method of 
taxation, forwarded to Preddent 
Lewis by the student body of toe 
Medical College In which they pre- 
sented numerous reasons for toe adop- 
tion of a different method to sup- 
plement toe present Inadequate sys- 
tem of taxation. Practically every 
fraternity in the UMverslty and many 
individual petitions have been re- 
ceived approving toe change. 

In considering the reorganisation 
the Board of Managers will consider 
the plan that will beet serve the In- 
terests of the University, toe Board 
of Managers, the Student Connell, and 
toe Directin' of Student Activities, and 
will tend to work toward a bettor sys- 
tem of admlnlstrakm and for a closer 
cooperation^M^ to e ^ many^ ^endea vo rs 

stated that toe adoption of thelr plan 
would provide ample funds for proper 
management of all activities. Increase 
interest In activities and encourage 
participation in actlvltlee, and allow 
those who are charged with the ex- 
penditure of the money a sufficiently 
definite knowledge of the amount to 
be collected that a budget can be 
made for each separate activity. 

The reorganisation plan will prob- 
ably be along toe lines adopted by 
other Universities and found to be sat- 
isfactory. Tbe manager* of toe reo- 
ognlzed actlvltlee representing thelr 
activity on toe college legislative body, 
and a student representing eaoh sep- 
arate school elected by toe student* of 
that place. 

Activity fees will, in all probabil- 
ity, be assessed each studmit with 
thelr matriculation tee In proportion 
to toe number of semester hours they 
register for in the University. 

The Committee appointed for reor- 
ganization are: Profeemar H. G. Doyle, 
Mrs. Joshua Evans, and Hlllory Tol- 
son, student representative. The Com- 
pulsory Tax Committee I* composed 
of Dr. Daniel L. Borden, Professor Gil- 
bert L. Hall, and Robert QoUeah.

•t the Monday assembly. March II. 
addressed two hundred premedical 
atudenu on the requirement* of medi- 
cal school*. He brought out the tacts 
that because of the surplus of appli- 
cants over places available, students 
that desire to enter any medical school 
in the fall of 1M4 should forward 
their applications with credentials at 
once. 

In the United States there are fifty- 
nine class "A" medical schools, but 
In 1923 these schools, for lack* of fa- 
cilities, were forced to turn away 
large numbers of fully qualified appli- 
cants. Statistics show, in fact, that 
applicants for medical schools are In- 
creasing at the rate of about a thous- 
and a year. Even the strict pre- 
medical requirements are not suf- 
ficient to check this Increase of medi- 
cal students. Fully forty qualified ap- 
plicants were refused admission at the 
Qeorge Washington Medical School 
last year due to lack of accommoda- 
tions. 

Dean Borden warned that the quota 
of the 1924 freshman claes has been 
set at 80 and will not be exceeded 
under any consideration. 

To help the premedical student get 
placed as early as possible, an effort 
is being made to have special atten- 
tion given to them In fending out 
their final grades. It was emphasised 
that the premedical students needed 
these grades as shortly after the close 
of the school term as possible

to the medical schools and entrance 
assured. 

Q. W. Medical School will accept 
applications of G. W. premedical stu- 
dents only up to August 1, 1924. At 
that time also will be due the first 
two months’ tuition and all special 
fees. Applications from students of 
other schools will not be considered 
after July 1, 1924. All credentials with 
two months' tuition and special fees 
of these applicants come due on that 
date. These precautions are neces- 
sary to protect against hasty decisions 
or late withdrawals. Any applicant 
who withdraws after making his Ini- 
tial payment will he refunded only If 
another applicant Is ready to take 
his place. 

Further, Dean Borden advised that 
premedical students be not satisfied 
with the minimum requirements but 
wherever possible to earn a degree in 
the Department of Arts and Sciences 
before entering the medical school.
